But even more than this, to quote from my message to you in 
the Building Campaign brochure of three years ago, "our goal is to 
have every member of Grace Church become a faithful steward of God's 
possessions, to have all of us united together in 2 dedicated witness 
to Him through this challenge confronting our parish. It is my earn- 
est prayer that, by God's grace and the full gift of ourselves, this 
can and will be done!" 


I cannot, and would not, close this report without deeply and 
sincerely thanking all the many, loyal members of this parish who 
have faithfully supported our Lord's work here in so many different 
ways. nd I em particulerly grateful to the finc Vestrymen and work- 
ers in the many organizations of Grace Church for their constant and 
dedicated support. To all of them, I say personally and most heart- 
ily, "Well done, and thank you". May we all continue to serve our 
Lord Jesus Christ in the year ahead, as we have in the past.

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REPORT OF THE RECTOR'S WARDEN 


Nineteen Hundred and Sixty three should stand out as one of the most active 
years in the life of Grace Church Parish. The innual Meeting of 1963 was held in 
the Church proper because of the work being done to the Parish House. Now one year 
later we meet in a splendid newly reconstructed Parish House. ss you know, it is 
the newest, most beautiful and functional one in the city. 


In going back over the year's highlights we find that on Sunday, May 5th, the 
Rt. Rev. J. Gillespie Armstrong, then Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Penna., 
visited Grace Church for a two fold purpose. On that Sunday afternoon the Bishop 
performed the rite of Confirmation upon 20 persons. After the services in the Church 
the choir led the congregation out of the building into the courtyard, where the 
Bishop laid the corner-stone of the renovated Parish House. 


Bishop Hart visited the rarish on May 26th and, as one of his last official 
duties as Bishop of Penna., dedicated the renoveted Parish House and Eder Hall. 


June 9th marked the day that our new Curate, The rev. Raymond E. Cole, Jr., 
became a member of our official family. 


October 28th the Men's Club held an Italian dinner and entertainment which was 
the first large dinner to be served from the new kitchen. 


November 15th and 16th were the dates of the Country Fair which was certainly 
one of the best fairs the rarish has evcr held. The enthusiasm and preparation 
which the Parish evinced to a man was phenomenal. while the financial gains may 
not have been much in excess of previous years, the closeness and fellowship of 
everyone concerned, more than made up for the monies taken in. 


On December 12th Mr. Bauder obscrved the tenth anniversary of his ordination 
to the kriesthood. 


The 196 Confirmation Class numbered 17 persons and The Rt. Rev. Noble Powell, 
retired Bishop of the Diocese of Marylend, performed the ceremony on January 26th. 


I have noted some of the outstending events of our past year, however, many, 
many more have occurred to each of us in our rarish life, too many to enumerate. 
Of all these I feel safe in saying that a goodly number were the result of the 
opportunities offered by our new rarish House facilities. 


In retrospect it doesn't seem thrce ycars since - and I quote - "The Rector, 
Vestry and Building Campeign Committec of Grace Church, Mt. Liry, invite you to be 
their guests at the Parish Dinner at the Episcopal Cathedral". Yet such is the 
case, for the dinner th:t started this whole new Parish House, was held on March 1h, 
1961. Three short years ago. To-night Mr. Schimpf, Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Gilmore, the Builcing Fund Treasurer, will bring you up to date on the 
finances that have made this building possible and necessary future plans. 


So much for our past - now if you will bear with me, I would like to take a 
moment to bring you up to date on an Episcopal Census that is being conducted by our 
Diocese. Bishop irmstrong is firmly behind this work and it is our duty to cooperate 
as quickly and efficiently as possible. 


One of the main tasks for each of us is to fill in a questionaire (one per 
family group) which will, in turn, be sent in to the National Episcopal Census Board 
in New York City, where the reports will be processed through computers. Eventually 
we will receive from them a detailed report concerning our Farish. It will answer 
what we can do to bettcr serve our own people, and other questions that are too 
numerous for me to mention here. Suffice to say that Mr. Bauder has attended a 
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Rector's Warden Report continued -- 


lengthy mecting of the clergy on the matter, and I have attended one for our section. 
Believe me, I attended the meeting sans much enthusiasm - not even luke warm in my 
approach, but I came eway very enthusiastic. I sincerely feel that Grace Church 
will definitely benefit from this scrvicce I trust that when Mr. Bauder officially 
presents this program to the congregation we will give it our best effort. I might 
add this docsn't cost us a cent. 


In closing I wish to again thank Mr. Bauder for appointing me as his Rector's 
Warden for the lest year. It has indeed been an honor and a privilege to serve my 
rarish end my Rector.

REPORT OF THE EVERY MEMBER CANVASS 


The Annual Every Member Canvass was conducted this year using a slightly 
modified Loyalty Sunday technique. Visitors were assigned to call on each member 
of the Parish to (a) invite them to attend one of the three Loyalty Sunday services, 
(b) discuss stewardship in Christ's Church, and (c) review the needs and opportun- 
ities of Grace Church. The Visitors were not to receive pledges. 


The large majority of pledges were made, as intended, on Loyalty Sunday. The 
remainder were obtained through the normal follow-up precedure. 


The Ganvass was moderately successful, with pledges leading last year by about 
5%. at the present tie, the total of these pledges is yll,0l1, covering 511 loyal 
parishioners. On the basis of our experience in previous years, we still expect 
additional pledges to come in, and look for a final total of close to ~l5,000. 


We are deeply indebted to the members of the Canvass Committee for the planning 
and coordination of the overell effort, to the Captains who so diligently prodded 
their assigned Visitors, and to the Visitors themselves for the many laborious but 
fruitful hours spent in making their appointed calls. we thank each of you who 
served so well.

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BOY SCOUT TROOP #319 


Our Boy Scout Troop during 1963 has shown consistant growth both in the 
number of boys and men associated in the work, but in the development of 
scouting skills by the boys themselves. When we consider the boys who have 
learned swimming, first aid, nature study and how to take careof themselves 
out-of-doors, the adult leadership expended is well justified. 


The greatest one thing effecting the troop was, of course, the completion of 
the Parish House with the boys having a room of their own for meetings. I am 
sure I express the thanks of the boys end their parmts, to those responsible, 
for their foresight in including this room in their planning. 


The junior leaders of the boys, participate a great deal in forming the pro- 
gram for the year's activity, by what is known as "green bar meetings" with the 
scoutmaster and his assistants, as one of the prime purposes of scouting is 

to teach boy initative and leadership with adult guidance. The boys pay weekly 
dues of .15 per week to defray the costs of operating the troop, including 

their yearly registration to the National Boy Scouts organization, so naturally 
they feel a definite responsibility to the program. During the later part of 
the year the troop conducted a sale of electric light bulbs, the proceeds from 
which will be divided between the general troop treasury and part credited to 
the individual boy, toward his summer camp costs. 


We now have 1 boys in the troop, 3 adult scoutmasters or assistants, plus 10 
men on the Troop Committee, with Mr. Kenneth Ge wood as Chairman. Four of our 
boys namely Scheib, Smallwood, Gilmore and Linton have become "Life Scouts" 
which is next to the highest rank a boy can obtain. Five overnight hikes were 
taken in the year, two were made to Gettysburg, plus three to Camp Hart. During 
the summer the boys spent two weeks at Camp Hart, Green Lane, Pa., which is one 
of the summer camps operated by the Philadelphia Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America. 


In the fall of the year, Mr. William Scheib found it necessary to resign as 
Scoutmaster, but we were indeed fortunate to have a new man in the parish, 

Mr. Leonard E. McCulley, volunteer for the most important poste Mr. Scheib 

has done a remarkable job as Scoutmaster devoting many hours through the year 
and at the summer camp for which we are indeed grateful. Fortunately, he will 
continue to serve on the Troop Comittee. Mr. McCulley has had considerable 
scouting experience and with the splendid assistance of Mr. Robert M. Hewitt and 
Mr. John Crowell as assistant Scoutmasters we can look forward to continued 
growth of our troop. 


Looking to the coming year one of the bright spots ahead is the planning of a 

scout reunion dinner in the spring of 1961 when we plan to invite the former 

members of the two older troops that have existed at Grace Church, to join our 
present troop and their parents in an evening of scout fellowship. 


I wish to express the appreciation of the boys and their parents for the untiring 
efforts of the scoutmaster, his assistants and the council of the men on the Troop 
Committee for their part in the Scouting Program at Grace Church.

During the first half of the year wc met at the home of Mrs. John B. Lownes. We 
continued our hospital work there - surgical dressings end hospital sewing. The 
sewing was practically all done by Mrs. Lownes - she finished a remarkable number 
of pieces. 


Our first project in the new ¿arish House was our Card rarty on June 6th. We made 
about $750. at that time. On October 22nd and 23rd we held our Annual Rummage Sale, 
and cleared newrly $00. In both of these events we had the appreciated help of 
the Evening Group. 


Beginning in June we have met every Thursday in the rarish Housc. we average about 
20 women at these mectings. 


In the Fall a letter was sent to every woman in the rarish, inviting her to join 

us on Thursdays. ilso, included in that letter was a missionary suggestion. 4 
Fund has been set up et the bookstore of the Virginia Theological Seminary for books 
which will be of value to Japanese clergy. We received contributions from eleven 
women. 


Our income is derived from our envelopes, coin banks and the two annual projects. 
Of course, we have kept our financial commitments to the Diocese during the year.

and so on. We also pay for the 11 o'clock Choir laundry, the cleaning of the chan- 
cel, and try to fill the requests of the ilter Guild. 


In December we turned over $1,800 to the Kitchen Fund - that included monies from 
the Evening Group and the Business & irofessional women's Club. 


We would welcome any women who can possibly join us on Thursdays. Even if she is 
not interested in working on our hospital projects, we would be glad of her company.

At this time, and for the past year, the Usher's Guild serving Grace Church ans 
twenty-five members. Of these, twelve men serve at the 9:15 ,.M. services an3 
thirteen men take care of the 11:00 ¿..M. and other services where Ushers are 
required. 


The men covering the 9:15 services, under the direction of Mr. {Albert Rittenhouse, 
act in a supervisory capacity. Two men are assigned each Sunday. They, in turn, 
direct four young men in the passing out lecflets, collection of offertory, at- 
tendance at the services and the other dutics of an Usher. It was our hope that 
these young men might become regular Ushers. Unfortunately, this has not been the 
result in that ither College or Military service has taken most of those young men 
away. 


The thirteen men covering the other services, is a trained group of Ushers having 
worked together for the past several years. During the summer and while building 
construction was in progress, they worked on a schedule of two to three men per 
Sunday. With the building completed and the tower doors open, they are working on 
a schedule of five men the first and third Sundays and three men the second and 
fourth. Thus we have one Usher at the tower entrance and two at the center door. 
On the first and third Sundays, the other two men direct the congregation during 
the Communion. 


Grace Church Ushers are always ready end alert for any emergency, such as sickness, 
fire, theft, etc. They are responsible for the comfort of the congregation during 
service such as ventilation, proper temperature, etc.

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RECTOR'S REPORT FOR 1964 


196) brought the 107th year of our parish's existence and the 75th year of 
the present church's location on Gowen avenue. In a few months I will have 
completed six years here as your rector---a quite short period of time in this 
parish's long span, yet long cnough to make a reasonable assessment of Grace 
Church's present situation. 


It is a far different situation than that of fifty years ago, when most of 
our members lived within walking distence of the church, and when well-attended 
perish activities were the rule rather than the exception., Today, most members 
live a considerable distance from Grace Church---some regular attenders are as 
far eway as 15 miles---and extra prrish activities seldom draw the old crowds, 
since most of us find that the demands upon our free time are much greater in 
number and complexity that they used to bes Thus, many of our vital parish 
organizations and activities are often frustratcd by the 'too far away' or the 
ttoo busy! responses. Thus, too, it becomes easier than cver before for some 
parishioners in cvery church to lapse into an inactive stetc of membership. 


This is particularly true of church congregations in metropolitan areas 
such as ourse Since the members of any church here are fer more dispersed 
geographically than ever before, it is most difficult now to have a congrega- 
tion in which all the members fecl an active sense of identity with their parish 
community. This is one of the great challenges facing us today and many others. 
But I am certain that we of Grace Church will mect this callenge, and others 
like it, so long as we continue to remunber and re-evaluate our real mission as 
servants to Christ and His changing world around us. If it means that we are 
called by God to change some of our ways and methods by which we can more effect- 
ively serve Him, His Church, His pcople(all of whom are our ncighbors)---then, 
so be it! und may we prove worthy of the task before us. 


Let us never forget the great heritage we've been given here by the many 
who served so faithfully and unsclfishly before us. But let us never forget too 
that such an inheritance is to be built upon and added to, never just rested on! 
The ¿ngligan Congress reminded ell of us a year ago that "A Church that lives to 
itself will die by itsclf". within the lifetime of most of us here tonight, the 
national policy of Isolationism has died a eudden death, and it is to be earnest- 
ly hoped that the similar policy of perochial isolation for all churches every- 
where will likewise soon pass from our scene. No parish church, no Christian 
congregation anywhere, ought to be living to itself in 1965, nor can it afford 
such luxury eny longer. If eny persist in this policy, we are warned, they will 
surely dic, and more than one such church has had to close its doors right here 
in Philadelphia in the last decade. 


We have not closed our doors at Grace Church, to any person, nor at any 
time. ind we pray that such a day may never come! By remaining alert to the 
continuing gu: dance that our Lord gives to all who want to serve, end by the 
constant concern and support of our meny dedicated members, we can all rejoice 
together in the knowledge that Grace Church, iit. siry, will continue to thrive 
for the greater glory of God and the strength of our fellow-men. May we be 
ever true to our past, but, more important, worthy and faithful to our future!

As Rector's Werden it is my duty to give you a resume of the State of the 
Parish during the last year. 


I am extremely proud to be a part of this Parish. Wwe heve a large group of 
capable, dedicated and hard working people doing a wonderful job with fine results 
in the area of the responsibilities they have undertaken. 


Our Rector, Mr. Bauder, has now bem with us for five years. We have so many 
reasons to be proud of his ministry end guidance. «mong many of his new innovations 
is the 9:15 regular sunday morning Service. This has brought many of the young 
married group into active Church work because of the convenience of this Service. 
Also our regular Parish Committees have grown under his guidance and new ones have 
been introduced. 


In Mr. Cole we are fortunate to have a young, hard working, progressive curate 
who has also earned our respect and thanks. 


To name every one who has assumed the larger responsibilities of heading our 
many Committees would sound like a "Who's Who" of Grace Church. However, long 
reports become boring and since you have reports here from all the active commit- 
tees, it would be redundant for me to take time to go into further details. 


I must take the rest of my report to discuss with you our present very serious 
problem. 


We have the finest Parish House in greater Philadelphia. We needed it badly, 
we planned for it carefully, and we surely are enjoying it. 


The Planning Committee and Chairman of the Finance Committee were very careful 
to make plans so that we could one day own this building free of encumbrances. 
Then wc were asked to pledge an amount to be paid over three ycers for the New 
Building. This was to pay for half the cost of this building. I can report that 
only a very small percentage of the pledges were not collected, which is an extra- 
ordinary record. This small percent, I am sure, was for a good rcason, perhaps 
because of loss of work, illness or unexpected personal expenscs. We borrowed 
money. We askcd you all to pledge again over the next three years - to pay off the 
rest of our debt. These pledges, if all paid, will not be enough to meet our obli- 
gations. With interest to pay, we arc guing deeper into debt. 


As you know - the Every Member Canvass pledges provide the money for mainte- 
nance of our Church buildings, salaries, light, heat, insurance, ctc. Incidentally 
the result of this year's Canvass was less than we had hoped for, even though we had 
many individual increases resulting in a lerger pledge total than we have every had. 

I might edd here that our Christmas Offering which we have always counted on 
to take care of unexpected expenses during the year, was small this year, probably 
due to the inclement weather. This was a big financial blow. 

This is the grave part of the "State of the Parish". 


Now - How to take care of these problems.

l - One might s:y economize. This is almost impossible, as we have been so 
very carcful with our budget - and 1 know no one could possibly point out any area 
where money has been spent foolishly or needlessly. 


2 - We can try, each of us, to bring new members into our Church. Bring them 
with us as guests - we hope our fine services, beautiful Church, and convenient 
Parish House will make them feel they will obtain much by becoming one of us. This 
inciudes going after the young pecplc - so many have not been introduced to the 
guidance and pleasures they can enjoy. 


3 - Among ourselves - we should spread the word - reactivating our own members 
who for one reason or another have lost interest. Do some Grace Church missionary 
work. 


l, - Make an extra bit of personal sacrifice - Even to the giving up of an 
extra peck of digarettes a week and adding this extra to our weekly pledge. 


5 - I mention this generally. Projects must be planned to make money. The 
Vestry will appreciate your suggestions regarding such. There are ways of raising 
moncy. Hospitals do it, Institutions do it, We must do it. This is a problem for 
each and every member. 


To paraphrase a recent well known remark - We know the joy, guidance and. 
leasure thet our Church gives us - now what can we give of ourselves to our Yhurch?

It is embarrassing to have to discuss end stress this one problem - but the 
need is dire, as I hope you realize by now. 


We look forward to your co-operation, and I sincerely hope the Rector's Warden 
next year will open his report by saying "We're well out of the rcad. Bless you 
for your help".

During the past year we continucd our hospital service. we met every Thursday 
in the Parish House, averaging about twenty-four in attendance. we made surgical 
dressings and hospital garments for Jefferson Hospital. 


We have a meeting of the Executive Committee the first Thursday of cach month, 
and three meetings of the entire membership during the year. 


We have our usual "coin bank" collection. "Epiphany pennics" for the House of 
Rest and a card party in May. The annual Rummage Sale has been postponed until 
Spring. We fulfilled our obligations to the Diocese and Missions with money from 
these sources, plus the envelopes, which are voluntary contributions. 


In addition to these regular activites during the past year, we selected and 
had hung draperies at all of the windows in the main room of the Parish House. That 
was done by cashing a bond we received from the e state of Mrs. Carrie Allen. 


We have also furnished the ladies lounge with a day bed and two vanity stools. 
We expect, in the near future, to put arrangements of artificial flowers on the wall 
- there being no window in that room, we figured real plants were impractical. We 
will also furnish a coverlet for use on the day bed. This was done through a special 
fund which was started with a "penny party" in June. 


We also bought new stainless steel flatware for use in the kitchen. 


Our Christmes project this year was to send a sum of money (to which each member 
contributed) to the Episcopal Community Service. This money was distributed to foster 
parents to buy Christmas presents for the chilfiren entrusted to their care. 


Our next project - which is still in the "investigating" stage, is to make 
needlepoint tops for the kneeling pads in the chancel. If we are to undertake this 
ambitious project we will need the cooperation of all the women in the parish. It 
will require money and time, and we hope many women will help with one or the other. 


Our numbers are dwindling, and we would welcome any women in the parish who would 
like to mcet with us on Thursdays.

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RECTOR!S REPORT FOR 1965 


How do you sum up a year that is now past, particularly when it was 
a year concerning almost 900 souls here? From a Christian point of view, it 
can only be done by asking ourselves, "How well have we done the work God 
has given us to do in and through this parish?" 


Perhaps the complete answer to that question is known only to our 
Lord Himselfe But we can evaluate certain portions of our life together 
here during this past year and hope that we can grow more effectively on the 
basis of what we've learned. 


In some ways, 1965 was the best year this parish has enjoyed since I 
became your rector in 1959. The Every Member Canvass last October marked the 
first time in 108 years that our pledges exceeded $50,000, and we are grate- 
ful to many of you for making this possible. This is justly cause for rejoice 
ing, but your rector can only imagine how much more we could do, were it not 
for those members whose pledges to Grace Church have never been increased in 
the past seven years, or longere (In some cases--much longer.) I know that 
most of these have increased in their standard of living, but not in their 
standard of giving. In all honesty, I must ask them, "Why?" And I contin= 
ue to be genuinely puzzled by those persons who claim membership in this 
Parish and fully expect its ministrations but refuse to pledge or give any= 
thing each year to keep Grace Church alive and stronge Thankfully, such 
members are quite a minority here, but I find it difficult to understand 
why there should be even one. 


Let me cite another reason why this was a good year for our parish. 
We had 19 Letters of Transfer into the parish and only 6 out; we lost 1 
communicants by death, but we added 26 by Confirmation===all of which amounts 
to a net gain of 32 communicants. This gain may not seem like a lot to 
some of you, but it is the best wetve had for many a yeare And in a parish 
that was supposed to be going downhill numerically a mere seven years ago, 
(more than a few told me this when I moved here), this growth is surely good 
news! All of this tells me once again that Grace Church does have a future, 
and that the opportunities for continued growth are still with use True 
it will not be easy growth, such as often happens in surburban parishes 
where new homes go up by the dozens, and we shall have to continue to wrk 
harder to bring new members into our Christian fellowship. 


And that's the secret of such growth=-=the 'WE', not merely the 
professional clergye The records for the past six years indicate all too 
clearly that most of the new adult members gained in that period were by way 
of clergy contacts, and it continues to be a matter of deep concern to me 
that so few of our many members do so little recruiting for their parish. 
If your life in Grase Church has real meaning for you, why not share this 
with someone else who is not now a member of any church? There are quite a 
few of those people around you every day where you live and work, and many 
of them would like to hear from you what you feel your Church has to offer 
theme All of us heare have this common ministry to bring others to Christe 
So let's do it together, as it's meant to be done, and I ean assure you 
that the fruits of such combined cfforts will be fantastic! 


May God continue to grant us His grace and guidance in the year 
ahead, as He has in the year now paste And may we be alert to our increas- 
ing opportunities in Grace Church not only to keep the Faith, but to share 
it joyfully with those in the world around use

While I cannot truthfully open my report with those exact words this 
year, I might say, however, that our Every Member Canvass this year was well 
out in front of any preceding year in Grace Churche In other words, we ad 
put our shoulder to the wheel and pushed forward stronger than ever before. 


We have continued to make use of our new facilitics in every way pos- 
sible, but possibly not to the fullest extent. In other words we meet and see 
the same members at all the occasions and functions, with the same pcople doing 
95% of the works Where are our newer members? Where are some of our less 
interested older members? When I use the term "newer" and "older" I am refering 
to Grace Church Parish ages 


I spoke on this subject last year and I sincerely fecl that wo should 
try harder to interest our friends both members and non-members to attend with 
us the various social functions of the Parish so that they may sec and use our 
facilities. The ultimate result may be new members. 


In speaking of our Parish House I would like to thank those members of 
our Parish who have completed thcir pledges for the first threc years and are 
well on toward the completion of thcir second pledge. However, for various 
reasons there still remains some $11,600.00 outstanding in the original three 
year pledges. We are making a sinccre effort this year to bring all the past 
pledges up to date, or find the reasons why they have lagged behind. We don't 
want any one to feel a pledge is 2 burden and if for a very good reason they 
may be forced to "cut back", or leave the payments lapse for a period of time, 
if they speak to either the Rector, Mr. Gilmore or any member of The Vestry, 
they will so note and arrangements can be made so that the pledge will not 
simply dice We do went to impress, however, the fact that each and every 
member of Grace Church or regular uscr of our facilitics should fecl a respone 
sibility toward reducing the indebtedness. Most of us belong to some social 
organization to which we pay dues, or in some cases an assessment, which is 
used toward the maintenance end cost of running the particular clube We in 
Grace Church are faced with the same expenses, only we are not able to collect 
a set fec for the services rendered. Imagine, if you will, belonging to an 
organization where the president is on call twenty-four hours a day, who is 
willing to console, consult end advise on all matters most personal to cach of 
the members, never once betraying the trust and confidence imposed upon hims 
An orgenization whose club house is to be kept clean, neat and in order, even 
after we have used the facilitics and perheps not left it as neat as we should 
havee A club house which is to be kept in repair, heated and lighted for any 
size mceting, on a moment's notice, from two or three to five hundred and two 
or threee A club house whose lawns, shrubs end trees are to be kept in a man= 
ner that will meke us proud to belong. And lastly, an orgenization whose fel~ 
low members are true friends, pcoplc we thoroughly enjoy meeting with, our 
spiritual brothers who should be as close to us as our blood brothers. All 
this we have in our Parish, and what dues do we pay for the privilege of belong- 
ing to this sclect group? Over half of us pay one dollar or less a wecki That's 
how much we think all this is worth] 


May I again thank Mr. Bauder for my appointment as Rector's Warden for 
1965 and assure him that I deem it an honor € a privilege to serve hime

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THE RECTOR'S REPORT FOR 1969 


1969 truly marked the end of a decade--for Grace Church and for 
you rector's ministry to this parish. What do you say after having 
completed more than 10 years in the same parish? One thing can be said 
with certainty--we have been through so much together here during this 
Past decade. 


There have been many happy times and some sad times, some good 
days and some bad days,--but thanks to Almighty God, His Church (and 
ours) has continued to live and grow during those years!

1969 was the first year 
to test the validity of our extensive Stewardship Program conducted 
here in late 1968, and the enclosed reports of the Accounting Warden 
and the Stewardship Chairman will show that the results of that pro- 
gram have borne good fruit! 


Last, but not least, 1969 gave us the truly joyous event-- so 
long labored for--of burning the mortgage of indebtedness on our 
Parish buildings. That was Sunday, May 25th-- what a great day to 
remember! 


The Bauder's have an additional reason to remember that same 
Sunday with much happiness, for that was also the day when the Vestry 
presented us with a beautiful silver tea service on behalf of the 
whole parish for our 10th anniversary in your fellowship. This gift 
meant much to us, but the thoughts and recognition with it--even more! 


At the close of each year, I've always expressed the hope that 
those still present here will be faithful to the heritage we've 
received from so many who have gone before. It has been a good and 
worthy heritage. With such good people as you it will still be true 
in the decades yet to come. -- Now- on to the 70's.

STEWARDSHIP EDUCATION PROGRAM COMMITTEE REPORT 


No general canvass of the parish was made in 1969 inasmuch as 
Pledges made in 1968 under the campaign conducted by Mr. Russell F. 
Stephens for Thomas White & Associates were made on a continuing 
basis, without a year's limitation, but good until changed by the 
individual contributor. 


Although it will be apparent from the financial report that 
amounts actually paid did not come up to the total pledged during 
the 1968 campaign, the total received in 1969 was most gratifying 
in view of the deaths, transfers out of the parish and other unfor- 
seen events necessitating changes during the year. 


As of December 31, 1969, the Treasurer could count a total of 
364 active pledges for 1970, of which 338 were from adults and 26 
from young people. The total amount of pledges approaches $ 63,000.00. 


The Chaiman wishes to express his warmest thanks to Messrs. Bond 
and Tattersfield who labored early in 1969 to wind up the original 
Canvass, and to the entire Vestry for their work in November and 
December in interviewing some 6 families who were either new, without 
any formal pledge to the support of Grace Church, or who had for one 
reason or another fallen behind in their pledges. 


We again found some Parishioners who, due to changes in their 
residential arrangements, declined to continue a formal Pledge, and 
some others who promised continued support without formal record. 
This indeed puts a burden on our budget makers, but such support is 
appreciated and the Vestry continues to be grateful to these indivi- 
duals. 


A small committee will continue during the year to assist in 
counselling or adjusting pledges. It is hoped our fellow parishioners 
will remember when fortune smiles upon them that Pledges respond to 
revision upwards as readily as to revision downwards in times of 
adversity. We should remember to set additional aside in gratitude 
to God for His favors without having to have a formal call from a 
canvassor. 


The loyalty and cooperation of the parish as a whole, however, 
has continued to hearten and encourage your committee.

The balance as of December 31st, 1969, 
after fulfilling flower memorial assignments, was $534.38.

We began the church school this year with an opening meeting held 
on September 21, 1969, at which time we described the operation of the 
church school and introduced our newly organized staff.

3. The sixth grade class taught by Mr. Henderson made an 
Advent Wreath used in church services during Advent. 


l4. Our pupils brought presents for the children at Saint 
John's Settlement House in North Philadelphia. 


5. We wish especially to express appreciation to all those 
who participated in the Christmas Pageant this year. 


During the year we have a Blue and Gold Contest, the current 
results of which are posted on a board which is hanging in the Cline 
Auditorium. This is one of the many ways in which we encourage atten- 
dance of our pupils, and in addition teachers endeavor to maintain 
contact directly with pupils and their parents.

Since our curriculum is 
designed to teach materials over a years time it is most important 
for pupils to attend each week.

The year 1969, was a busy year for us; doing our work for the 
Parish and for others. With it all we had the joy of "fellowship". 
The following report and our financial report will tell the story. 


An Executive Committee meeting was held on the 1st Thursday of 
each month except in June, July and August. The Annual Meeting was 
held on the 2nd Thursday in January and Stated Meetings on the 2nd 
Thursday in May and October, according to our Constitution and By-Laws. 


For many years we have had a Memorial Service on the Thursday 
during the Octave of All Saints' for the women who had 'worked before 
us! in the Parish. This year we had a Corporate Communion in the 
Spring and decided to have it on the Thursday after Easter. We will 
continue this way in the future. All women of the Parish are wel- 
come to attend these services. They are not just for the active 
members of the Day Group, but for all women of the Parish. 


Our activities in the Parish, with help of the Evening Group, 
included two Confirmation Receptions in February and November and 
the Card Party for the Missions. We had the Luncheon and a table 
of hand-made articles, etc. at the Bazaar. Christmas cards, with 
a picture of our Artar, were also sold. We still have some avail- 
able. How about sending them next Christmas to your friends and 
family? 


The Wissahickon Deanery Churchwomen met at Grace Church in 
October, attending the Communion Service. The visitors were very 
much impressed with our Parish House. These Churchwomen meet about 
four times a year at a different parish in the Deanery. 


Our usual income is through envelopes and Coin Banks for the work 
in and ont of the Parish. The Ingathering of Epiphany Pennies went 
to the House of Rest.

THE RECTOR'S REPORT FOR 1970 


This is being written by your Rector who has just returned from a 
hospital call on a mother with a newborn child--a happy visit for a change. 
How awesome that miracle of birth even in this day! 


Now at my typewriter, I see another remarkable event taking place 
outside my study window--a robin feeding on the left-over berries on our 
plum tree. Yes, it's a robin on a snowy, overcast hth of February! But 
a robin here many weeks before Spring---WHY ? 


Who knows why? The robin sat there almost 10 minutes feeding---until 
a mockingbird suddenly swooped down and chased him away. Why? Perhaps 
the mockingbird knew that robin was here too early and had to clear his 
wintery domain for his own kind. 


It seems that there is a parallel and a sort of a parable here. 
Many skeptics today would be all too prone to say---"That was a foolish 
robin". What was he doing co far north so long before he was due to 
arrive? I don't know how or why---but maybe, just maybe---that robin 
had a little more faith than most of us. Faith that the cold and dark- 
ness of Winter would soon be giving birth to the renewed warmth and 
light of Spring ! 


Somehow, I believe that robin will survive---just as I firmly 
believe our great Church will survive and be stronger for it. Somehow, 
God has a way of making those things possible to all people of faith--- 
despite the odds quoted so confidently by the bookmakers of the world 
outside. If you've read any Church history at all, you ought to know 
by now that His Church lives on through all adversity and more often than 
not grows stronger as a result of it. What better odds do you want. 


The Church has now had more than a decade of division, controversy, 
and all sorts of problems. Some people have left the fold because of 
these things, but I doubt that they have found any substitutes anywhere 
near to what they had before. But what of the Church of today? Despite 
what you read and hear, God is not dead, the Church is not irrelevant, 
and Christians are not unconcerned. God, Church, and Christians are 
alive ! As a 'professional' your Rector notes that the Church is still 
alive and vital despite everything that has beset it during the past 
decade and will continue to be when the divisive voices of the present 
have dimmed into the past. As one parish congregation well more than a 
century old---we are still here and functioning---and this 'foolish' robin 
knows this will still be true for many years to come! 


The mockingbirds seem to be having their day. Unfortunately, too many 
have been listening to their beautiful calls in the epringtime of the year. 
They follow, only to find that their melodious calls fade into silence when 
the cold, bleak, silence of the dark winters descend upon them. Then, 
those once vociferous mockingbirds can only hope to chase the robins from 
their appointed destiny of heralding the rebirth of another season. 


In the eyes of some 'foolish' robins we may be, but the Church of 
Christ needs us---and may we be ever faithful to the call of a new season 
for Him !

REFORT OF THE RECTOR'S WARDEN 


In the past, when writing my report to the members of the Parish, 
I have always tried to take an optimistic approach to the events of 
the coming year. However, this year I must, of necessity, turn the 
other cheek and assume a more realistic outlook. 


In the past I have pointed out to the Parish that we, the Rector 
and the Vestry, have lived up to our promises of not dunning the Congre- 
gation for extra monetary contributions ! We promised the members of 
Grace Church that wo would not conduct an anmal Everymember Canvas - 
and we didn't ! Everyone was told they were to be considered on the 
honor system of raising their pledge when they felt they were able to 
do so. Everyone was expected to continue their pledge and fulfill it - 
unless they contacted the Accounting Warden and explained their hardship 
in keeping their present pledge. The pledges went well for two years. 


Now - today - we have members who, either forget to keep their 
pledges up to date, or forget to so advise the Accounting Warden of their 
change. Thus the money from the pledges has fallen way below the original 
amount of the 1968 pledges. 


In 1967 our pledged amognt was $ 48,684 - 1968 $ hh, 472 and in 1968 
when we made the big drive to end all future Canvasses, it rose to 
$ 62,000 for 1969. Hcre was the ultimate. We were going to have plenty 
for all our Parish work, our Missionary giving and nevermore were we to 
ask each other to canvass again. Now for 1971, we have a budgeted pledge 
amount of $ 55,000 or a loss of $ 7,000 over last year. This loss, however, 
also reflects the loss to our Parish of members moving away and unfortunatcly 
to deaths. 


While I am pointing to a bleak side of our Parish financial life, 
please believe me, there must be a brighter side if we all start again 
to take an active interest in all the Parish activities and once again 
bring in our friends and neighbors and build up the prestiege Grace 
Church, Mt. Airy has always held in the community. 

We must all act together before it is too late ! 


Again may I thank Mr. Bauder for the honor he bestowed upon me 
when he asked me to act as his Rector's Warden for 1970.

STEWARDSHIP EDUCATION PROGRAM COMMITTEE REPORT 


No general canvass of the Parish was made in 1970 inasmuch as pledges 
made in 1968 during the campaign conducted by Mr. Russell F. Stephens for 
Thomas White & Associates were made on a continuing basis without a time 
limitation. All pledges are considered firm until changed by the individual 
contributor. 

Again in 1970 Grace Church was hit hard by deaths and transfers out of 
the parish, both of which materially reduced the amounts actually received 
from what had been anticipated. As of December 31, 1970, the Treasurer could 
count a total of 336 continuing pledges for 1971, of which 314 were from adults 
and 22 from young people. The total amount pledged ehows a sharp árop from the 
previous year, being at a figure below $ 54,000.00. But if the few faithful 
families who contribute as generously as they are able without formal pledging 
continue as they did in the years just passed, we can anticipate total contri- 
butions from the parish of slightly more than $ 55,000.00. 

The Chairman wishes to thank those members of the Vestry who assisted 
this year in contacting new families, those without prior opportunity to 
make a pledge, and in talking with those who for one reason or another had 
fallen behind in keeping their pledges up to date. 

The Committee has continued to be heartened and encouraged by the 
loyalty of the majority of the parishioners and particularly by the actions 
of some who have exceeded their pledges and/or notified the Chairman and the 
Treasurer of their intention to increase their present pledges. The time is 
upon us, however, with rising costs assailing us on every hand, to again 
discuss seriously the financial problems of the parish individually with 
each parishioner. The Budget for 1971 shows a deficit operation squarely 
facing us, a situation which cannot long continue. It is recommended, 
therefore, that in 1971 this committee assume a more active role.

ALTAR GUILD REPORT 


Altar Guilds were founded to assist the Clergy by faithfully and devoutly 
caring for the Altar and its vestments and accouterments, preparing the Church 
for the various Services, by caring for the Clergy Vestments, and in general, 
freeing the Rector from such time consuming responsibilities. 


Our Grace Church Altar Guild carries on this work, serving in groups,each 
group serving one week of cach month. Duties include the ordering of Memorial 
Flowers, and supplies, candles, bread and wine for Holy Communion, laundering 
and renewing of linens, polishing the silver, cleaning of the Font, Lectern, 
Prayer Desks, and Pulpit as well as of the Sanctuary. Such care is given to 
the Chapel Sanctuary as well. All Clergy Vestments are cared for in the 
Sacristy and are laid out according to the type of Service scheduled. 


The head of the Altar Guild is the Rector of the Parish, whose directions 
the Guild exists to perform. There are no officers. The Directress and her 
assistant are appointed by the Rector, as are all who serve within the Sanctuary. 
There is no treasury. Expenses are paid by the Accounting Warden. 


There is an Altar Guild Memorial Flower Fund. Money received for flowers 
to be placed on the Altar is administered through this fund by a Custodian and 
an Assistant Custodian, members of the Altar Guild appointed by the Rector. 
The present Custodian is Miss Florence Fitzpatrick. The present Assistant 
Custodian is Miss Hulda Pratchett. 


On December 16th, 1970, a separate Bequest was made to the Altar Guild 
Flower Fund, by Mrs. J. Howard Fell and her daughter, in order to assure that 
flowers will be put on the Fell Chapel Altar every Christmas and Easter 
perpetually, in loving memory of the Fell Family. 


Two Business Meetings were held in 1970, one on Saturday, March 21st, 
the other on Saturday, November 21st. An Altar Guild Corporate Communion and 
Breakfast were held on December 13th. Representatives have attended the Fall 
Quiet Day, Monthly Meetings, and Annual Spring Meeting of the Diocesan Altar Guild. 


Several beautiful linens were made and given to the Parish by Mrs. William 
Wright, who faithfully continues to renew our supply of purificators, Chalice 
towels, and credence linens. 


Several Prayer Book and Hymnal Memorials were dedicated during the year. 
Some other Memorials given by 1970 included: 
A new Amplification System, given to the parish in memory of Nell H. 
Newnham, by her husband Mr. Stephen L. Newnham, for the benefit of 
those with impaired hearing. They system consists of microphones at 
both the Pulpit and Lectern, six earphones and jacks and individual 
volume controls installed in the forward pews beneath the Pulpit.

CHURCH SCHOOL REPORT 


At a meeting of the Church School Staff and several of the 
older students, held early in 1970, it was concluded that there was 
a need for professional help with our Christian Education Program. 


We engaged the Rev. Paul Westman, Diocesan Consultant on 
curriculum planning, and worked with him for a period of six months. 
The summary of the results of these meetings is as follows: 


PURPOSE 


The first task and the most difficult one, was determining 
our purpose. We decided that we wanted our young people 
to have a knowledge of; the Bible, the Church, Christ, 
Christianity, Episcopal teaching and Christian living. 


STRUCTURE 


We considered many alternatives to the conventional 

Church School format, such as weekday or Saturday 

classes, family learning groups, paid teachers and others. 
However, we decided to continue with our present set-up, 

but strive to improve the program in creative and innovative 
ways, within the present framework. 


PROCESS 


We added new curriculum materials, books and pamphlets 
published by other denominations, to the Seabury series 
used in recent years. In general, they are more concrete 
in approach, more teachable, and more up to date. 


This Fall, two teacher training sessions were held under the 
leadership of John Clark, Ed.D. (We are extremely. grateful to Grace 
Church's own 'expert' for his help.) Our resource center is being 
expanded by the addition of a large relief map of the Holy Land plus 
graphic presentations relating to the present curriculum. This project, 
headed by H. Walton Springall, hopefully will invclve the whole Church 
School in time.

During my absence the first nine months of 1970, the work of 
this group of women carried on with the same enthusiasm as in previous 
years. The wonderful leadership of our Vice-President, Mrs. Gawthrop , 
was very much appreciated. 

There were seven Executive Committee meetings held during the 
year. Two Stated Meetings on the second Thursday of May and October. 
No Executive Meeting or Annual Meeting tas held in January due to 
the weather. 

A Memorial Service was held ón the Thursday during the Octave 
of All Saints' for the women who have 'worked before us' in the Parish. 

Our activities in the Parish were the Card Party in May, with 
the help of the Evening Group, and our women helping the Evening Group 
with the Rummage Sale in October. The proceeds of both was given to 
the Vestry to go towards our Parish giving for the Missions. With a 
donation from our treasury, the amount exceeded $1,000.00 We also 
had a table of hand made artiéles at the Bazaar and assisted Mrs. 
Bowen with the Luncheon. 

Our donations outside the Parish: 

The Ingathering of Epiphany Pennies amounted to only $ 12.0, 
but we still gave $ 50.00 to the House of Rest to be used at their 
discretion. 

Donations received from women within the parish for the United 


Thank Offering (Spring and Fall Ingathering) amounted to $ 730.12. 
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All the money received is sent to the Diocesan United Thank Offering 
Secretary. The expenses for letters, mailing, etc. is paid by the Day 
Group, which amounted to $ 40.26. 

We also contribute to the Diocesan Churchwomen; Chinese Christian 
Church} Ass. Membership Episcopal Community Services; Church Periodical 
Club; Wissahickon Deanery Churchwomen; Church Work among the Blind; and 
others. A donation to the American Bible Society helps in giving Testa- 
ments to Servicemen and non-Christians around the world. 

In the Parish we pay for the laundering of clergy and choir vestments, 
cleaning the Sacristy and Chancel, gifts to our Sextons, Choir arid Parish 
Secretary at Christmas, and other small miscellaneous items. To help defray 
these expenses, we have Coin Banks and envelopes. If anyone is interested 
in helping us, please let me know. We also are very fortunate to have been 
remembered by former active members and receive interest on Bonds we have 
purchased from their Endowments. 

Again this year we had a special collection for our Christmas gifts 
to the Episcopal Community Services for their Foster Children program. We 
sent $ 37.00 and a box of clothing - dresses made by Mrs. Gawthrop, scarves 
made by Mrs. Costello, and toys left over from the Bazaar. 

At our Thursday meetings this year, we made 9,624 packs of x 8 com- 
presses for Chestnut Hill Hospital and 110 towels hemmed for Episcopal Hos- 
pital. 32 hand knitted afghans were made for the boys at Valley Forge 
General Hospital. Lap robes and other items were made and given to River- 
view Home for the Aged. We thank all the women who donated yarn and also 
helped to knit the squares for the afghans, or helped in their homes. 

I wish we could see some new faces at our Thursday meetings. Come 
visit with us and join in the fellowship. Everyone is welcome.
